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ONTARIO  PAYMENTS  TO  LOCAL  GOVERNMENTS  AND  AGENCIES 


1970  AND  1974 


The  amount  of  Provincial  support  to  local  governments  and 
agencies  has  increased  substantially  in  the  four  year  period  ending  March 
31,  1975.  Total  provincial  assistance  to  the  local  sector  in  the  latest 
fiscal  year  was  $2,991f  million,  an  increase  of  $1,351  million  or  82%  over 
the  $1, 640  million  in  1970-71. 

The  major  enrichment  in  grants  has  been  in  the  area  of  uncondi¬ 
tional  payments.  Introduction  in  1973  of  the  Property  Tax  Stabilization 
Plan  has  been  of  significant  value  to  local  municipalities.  This  plan 
has  increased  intermunicipal  equity  through  resource  equalization  grants, 
has  reduced  the  pressure  on  local  mill  rates  through  general  support 
grants  and  has  recognized  the  special  problems  of  Northern  Ontario.  In 
addition.to  the  PTS,  unconditional  per  capita  grants  including  policing 
have  increased  significantly.  In  1974-75  transfer  payments  for  uncondi¬ 
tional  grants  totalled  $296  million.  Unconditional  transfers  have  risen 
from  4  percent  of  total  direct  subsidies  to  municipalities  in  1970-71 
to  12.7  percent  in * 1974-75 . 

Conditional  payments  also  have  risen  significantly.  During  the 
period  1970-71  to  1974-75  Provincial  government  assistance  to  local  public 
transit  increased  from  $9  million  to  $85  million  resulting  in  improved 
transit  services  with  relatively  moderate  fare  increases.  Concurrently, 
grants  for  education  have  been  enriched  to  average  60  percent  of  school 
board  expenditures,  up  from  less  than  48  percent  prior  to  1970.  Social 
assistance  and  health  grants  have  been  increased  while  the  growing  need 
for  housing  has  been  reflected  in  the  amount  of  grants  made  available.  In 
addition,  new  programs  have  been  developed  for  sewage  and  water  treatment 
plants.  Moreover,  the  growing  demand  for  cultural  and  recreational 
facilities  has  been  recognized  by  increased  grants  of  approximately  50 
percent  over  the  past  four  years. 

For  local  taxpayers  this  forward-looking  grants  package  has 
minimized  the  additional  expense  of  sharply  rising  mill  rates  which 
otherwise  would  have  been  the  consequence  of  the  increasing  demand  for 
services  at  current  inflated  prices.  At  the  same  time,  it  has  been 
flexible  enough  to  give  support  in  areas  of  greatest  need.

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Technical  Notes 


1 .  Different  types  of  provincial  assistance 

The  different  types  of  financial  assistance  by  the  Province  to  municipal¬ 
ities,  school  boards  and  other  local  government  authorities  fall  into 

six  broad  classifications  as  follows: 

a.  unconditional  grants,  where  the  transfer  of  funds  is  not  restricted 
by  any  material  condition; 

b.  conditional  grants  where  the  grants  are  available  only  for  specific 
purposes  and  when  specific  eligibility  qualifications  must  be  met; 

c.  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  are  payments  to  the  equivalent  of  taxation 
where  the  property  is  otherwise  exempt  from  taxation  and  are  not  part 
of  direct  grants  as  such; 

d.  tax  offsets  are  payments  to  taxpayers  where  the  payment  is  related 
to  the  amount  of  taxes  paid.  These  amounts  may  be  administered 

by  the  municipality  but  are  not  part  of  its  budget; 

e.  loans  where  the  funds  are  subject  to  repayment  on  pre-agreed  terms 
and  interest  rates  and  are  not  directly  a  grant  as  such; 

f.  payments  to  municipalities  where  the  money  is  for  the  benefit  of 
individual  property  owners.  These  amounts  may  be  administered 
by  the  municipality  but  are  not  part  of  its  budget. 

2 .  Treatment  of  restructured  municipal! tie s 


For  restructured  municipalities,  the  grants  as  paid  to  the  prior  existing 
municipalities  have  been  aggregated  and  then  recast  over  the  new 
municipalities  on  a  formula  that  is  appropriate  in  the  circumstances. 

The  basis  is  usually  assessment  because  the  respective  assessments  are 
the  determinants  for  most  of  the  cost  sharing  arrangements. 

3.  Tax  Offsets  in  taxes  and  assistance 


Tax  offset  data  is  presented  to  give  a  total  picture  of  provincial 
assistance  at  the  local  level.  They  are,  however,  excluded  from  the 
total  payments  to  local  municipalities  because  they  are  not  a  part  of 
the  municipal  budget.  These  programs  include  tax  rebates  to  fanners  and 
to  the  elderly  and  the  RPTR  program  which  is  now  replaced  by  a  program 
of  income  tax  credits  for  individuals  and  new  direct  payments  to  munici¬ 
palities  lander  PTSA  legislation. 

4 .  Functions  assumed  by  the  Province 

The  grants  tabulations  do  not  include  any  amounts  for  grants  where  in 
a  subsequent  year  the  responsibility  for  the  function  was  assumed  by 
the  Province.  Examples  are  justice  administration  payments,  assistance 
for  assessment  and  indigent  hospitalization  payments. 

5.  P.I.L.  reporting 


The  reported  figures  for  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  include  all  such 
payments  for  direct  provincially  owned  properties  as  well  as  for  proper¬ 
ties  owned  by  the  various  boards  and  commissions  of  the  Province. 
Specifically  included  in  this  classification  are  payments  in  respect 
of  OHC  owned  property  and  tenant  occupied  properties. 
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6.  Apportionment  of  grants  to  upper  tiers ,  etc. 

Grants  paid  at  the  upper  tier  level  (region,  county  as  well  as  school 
boards),  have  been  prorated  over  the  bene  fitting  lower  tier  municipalities 
for  purposes  of  reporting  a  total  of  grants  at  the  lower  tier  level.  The 
assessment  base  is  used  in  most  cases  for  the  prorating  because  this  is 
the  usual  determinant  of  most  cost  sharing  arranqements. 

7.  Grants  to  unorganized  areas,  charities  and  Indian  Bands 

Some  program  costs  as  reported  in  Public  Accounts  will  exceed  the  totals 
reported  in  this  tabulation  as  paid  to  municipalities.  This  follows 
from  the  fact  that  some  programs  include  amonqst  eliqible  recipients  cer¬ 
tain  groups  outside  the  scope  of  this  tabulation,  namely  charitable  and 
private  organizations  and  Indian  Bands.  These  amounts  are  excluded 
from  the  totals  for  municipalites  but  amounts  paid  on  behalf  of  those 
in  unorganized  areas  will  be  shown,  appropriately  labelled. 

8.  Treatment  of  subsidy  inherent  in  sewerage  and  water  construction 

Construction  proqrams  to  install  water  and  sewerage  treatment  facilities 
commonly  contain  some  component  of  provincial  assistance  that  is  designed 
to  keep  typical  household  costs  in  stated  conditions  at  certain  predeter¬ 
mined  maximum  levels.  The  subsidy  to  achieve  this  does  not  necessarily 
take  the  form  of  a  cash  transfer  to  the  municipality,  rather  it  may  be 
a  write-off  by  the  Province  of  part  of  the  capital  cost  with  the  balance 
to  be  recovered  under  pre-agreed  terms.  The  amount  of  subsidy  implied 
in  these  arrangements  is  shown  in  this  tabulation. 

9.  Deemed  transfers 

In  some  cases  transfer  payments  are  made  in  effect  by  the  Province  in 
supplying  free,  certain  services  or  commodities.  When  the  value  of 
this  is  identified  by  individual  municipalites,  the  amounts  are  included 
in  the  grants  for  that  municipality  but  no  reporting  is  possible,  except 
on  an  aggregate  basis,  for  some  such  transfers. 

10.  Restructuring  of  Provincial  Government 

Structural  changes  at  the  Provincial  level  have  resulted  in  changed 
administration  of  the  various  proqrams  involving  financial  assistance. 

The  conditional  qrants  are  grouped  in  this  tabulation  by  the  Ministries 
presently  having  responsibility  for  the  respective  programs. 

11.  "Pre-Audit"  data  base  for  1974  grants 

All  financial  assistance  totals  are  as  reported  for  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  Province  ended  March  31.  To  achieve  as  current  a  comparison  as  is 
possible,  the  tabulations  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1975  (referred 
to  as  1974  year)  are  based  on  preliminary  tabulations  that  in  some  cases 
have  not  yet  been  subjected  to  a  full  audit  verification. 

12 .  Municipal  taxes 

All  taxation  data  for  municipalities  is  based  on  their  fiscal  year  which 
is  the  calendar  year.  Data  for  1974  is  preliminary,  being  based  in 
part  on  audited  statements  and,  where  this  is  not  available  on  prelim¬ 
inary  levy  data.
